Therefore we should like to have our people 
be as generous towards this War and Welfare Relief 
Collection as they have been in past years.

What you save during the next three weeks by self- 
denials you should contribute to your parish church 
on Easter Sunday. 
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On this fourth Sunday of Lent a collection is 
taken up in every parish in the United States for 
“War and Welfare Relief,” not only in Germany, as 
some sutmise, but for refugees from many nations 
in various parts of the world. 

The $5,000,000.00, which the 130 Bishops are 
trying to collect, has, through the help of govern- 
ment agencies, had a purchasing power of more than 
$20.000.900.00. 

But coming back to Germany, the native popul- 
ation was increased by nearly 9,000,000 expellees 
from the East, and about 2,000,000 refugees from the 
Soviet Zone. Most of these 11,000,000 people could 
not find work, but have been provided with living 


quarters and welfare supplies ever since 1945, 

What if 40,000,000 completely desitute and 
homeless people were to settle dewn in one small 
portion of the United States within a brief period 
and depend on the charity of the American people! 
That is about what the number would be if the 
United States had them in the same proportion. 

That is why American people have been asked to 
send CARE packages and other gifts of their own 
to take care of these desititute people.

life? Why is it that those who are 
called to the religious or married 
state seem to know early in life 
that such is to be their vocation— 
while those called to the a 
state never seem to know for 
sure? 

“There are several of us girls 
who would like to be married. We 
are not too _—_ anymore but 
still of marriagable age. Yet it 
does not seem for us. I find it con- 
fusing. If one were certain of 
being called to the single life then 
one could be reconciled (I hate to 
use that word inasmuch as a per- 
son called to the other vocations 
doesn't feel ‘reconciled’ but 
happy.) Please enlighten us.” 

Vocations to the single life 
usually come about because girls 
are determined to retain certain 
ideals which they feel they cannot 
further in marriage or in the re- 
ligious life. This is why they re- 
main single. 


OFTEN TIMES, it may not al- 
ways be evident from the start that 
a girl has a vocation to the single 
life.

THE THING FOR you and your 
friends to remember is this: God 
may be calling you to the single 
life and if He is, you should not 
feel that a sentence of doom is 
gradually being lowered upon you. 

Such, of course, is the message 
of the world around you and it can 
‘make you very unhappy. You may 
feel that you would like to be mar- 
‘ried but that would be foolish if 
iyou did not find, with the help of 
Divine Providence, the proper 
‘marriage partner. Until you do 
that you are expected to fulfill 
‘your vocation in the single life, 
_and God will grant you the grace 
'to do so. 


| It is true that the Church urges 
young people to accept the single 
life in the world only with reser- 
vation.

100 YEARS OF PROGRESS — St. Meinrad’s Archabbey, a 
Benedictine monastic community started in St. Meinrad, Ind., 
in 1854 by four monks who came to America from the Abbey 
of Einsiedeln in Switzerland, marked its 100th anniversary 
on March 21, feastday of St. Benedict, patriarch of monks. The 
progress made by this community is shown in these two 
photos. At top is a replica of the original abbey — a primitive 
Hoosier backwoods cabin; while bottom shows a striking air- 
view of the abbey as it appears today. St. Meinrad’s, whose 
community now comprises 250 monks, has been instrumental 
in giving the Church some 1,773 priests. Its superior is the 
Rt. Rev. Ignatius Esser, O.S.B., who was named abbot 24 
years ago. In honor of its centenary, Pope Pius XII last year 
raised St. Meinrad’s to an archabbey. Only seven other mona- 
steries in the world now hold this rank.

Notre Dame—<Atheism is de. 
scribed as “the most formidable 
missionary force” in the world to- 


‘day by the Rev. G. Naidenoff, S.J., 


in the new book, The Catholic 
Church in World Affairs, to be pub- 
lished by the University of Notre 
Dame Press on April 3. 
Contributing to the advance of 
atheism, Father Naidenoff writes, 
is “the prodigious increase of the 
world’s population and the relative 
stagnation of the Christian popula- 
tion.” An authority on the mission- 
ary activities of the Church, Father 
Naidenoff is editor of “Rhythmes 
du Monde,” an international mis- 
sion journal published in Paris. 


ACCORDING TO Father Naiden- 
off, the most important event of 
our time is not the spread of Com- 
munism nor the ascendancy of the 
United States into world leader- 
ship, but rather the fact that Asia 
soon will have two-thirds of the 
world’s population. 

“In Asia.” the Jesuit priest 
writes, “it is no longer a matter of 
amorphous and easily-handled 
masses, but of men as well-organ- 
ized and alert as those of the West, 
whose tutelage they have shaken | 
off while retaining western tech- | 
niques. The same will be true of; 
Africa. The techniques of the West | 
belong to the whole world at the | 
very moment when the world no 
longer belongs to the West.”

The four individual winners and representatives of the four win- 
ning clubs will receive expense-paid trips to Chicago for the National 
Safety Congress, where they will be entertained and formally receive 
their awards.
